KENTUCKY MOTOR VEHICLE SAFETY 
RESPONSIBILITY ACT 


Provides that if you have an accident in which someone is killed or injured 
or property is damaged in excess of $50. you must prove you are financially re 
sponsible within 60 days, even though you may be blameless for the accident. 


The Amounts You Need to Prove Re- 
sponsibility: $5,000 for injury or death of 
one person; $10,000 for injury or death of 
two or more persons; and $1,000 for 
property damage.

One of 
the primary reasons this work 
is made difficult is that chil- 
dren are sometimes placed in 
homes without the knowledge 
of the Division, and the result 
is that certain attachments 
arise which are difficult to 
terminate in the event it is 
found that the home is not a 
suitable one for the adoption 
of this child. 

The 1946 General Assembly 
provided that before a child 
is placed for adoption in any 
home, the 
must have prior approval by 
the Department of Welfare. 
Such approval cannot be giv- 
|en without the Child Welfare 
Division making an adequate 
study of the home of the pros- 
pective adoptive parents as 
well as a study of the back- 
; |ground of the child. This stu- 
dy involves time but is felt to 
be vitally important in view 
of the responsibility of plan- 
ning for children on a_ per- 
manent basis. In the event 
there is failure to observe the 
provisions of the law, the of- 
fender may be liable to a fine. 

The Division of Child Wel- 
fare would like to impress 
upon the citizens of Kentucky 
as well as upon the officials 
mj Who are charged with the 

prosecution of the law, that 
that it is most important to 
he welfare of children avail- 
able for adoption, that they 
be placed in proper homes. 
The failure to do this may 
wreck a child’s life. The Di- 
vision feels that it must al- 
ways protect the children in- 
volved. 

This new law also gives 
greater protection to the 
adoptive parents, for through 
proper study, the placements 
are unlikely to result in plac- 
ing in a home a child who is 
unsuitable for that family-

Moon Worship in Early 
Arabia Told by Science 


WASHINGTON.—Existence of & 
civilization of moon worshippers, 
who lived in southern Arabia just 
before the Christian era, has been 
revealed by Dr. Carleton S. Coon of 
Harvard university. | 

Dr. Coon told of the discovery of 
the moon worshippers in a report | 
published by the Smithsonian insti- 
tution. 

The worshippers composed four 
highly civilized kingdoms which 
were the principal trading link be- 
tween the east and the west. But 
of what were once “splendid tem- 
ples and lofty skyscrapers.” Dr. 
Coon said, only scattered fragments 
remain 

Their moon religicn took many 
strange forms. Dr. Coon said that 
in reconstructing the religion trom 
ancient inscriptions, it was found 
that the people believed “the sun

This new discovery opens vast 
new fields for archeological explora- 
tion, the Harvard expert said, An 
entire new civilization is now ex- 
pected to be uncovered in the near 
future.

Newspaper Quit 
Business Because 


Of Guild Strike 


Philadelphia, Feb. 1—The 
Philaceipiia Kecord company 
whose three newspapers in 
Philadelphia and Camden, N. 
J., have been  strike-bound 
since Nov. 7 by the American 
Newspaper Guild (CIO) sus- 
pended publication today. 

The Record said the Even- 
ing Bulletin of Philadelphia 
would acquire all three news- 
papers and radio station 
WCAU. 

Suspension of the Record 
left the nation’s third-largest 
city with three daily English- 
language newspapers. 

The guld struck the three 
newspapers for higher wages 
and better working condi- 
tions. All three papers, how- 
ever continued publication 
until today with executive 
personnel taking over editor- 
ial dutes. 

In a statement announcing 
the suspension, Publisher J. 
David Stern, said: 

“The strike against 
Record by the American 
Newspaper Guild, involving 
more than 400 people has gone 
one for nearly three months. 
It has been impossible to ob- 
tain a fair settlement which 
would assure this newspaper 
of its ability to discharge its 
oblgation to the public. 

“This is not only because] 
of the guild’s excessive de- 
mands. Guild policy has act- 
ed to restrict the rights of 
management to a degree 
where it has become too great 
a burden to operate a com- 
pletely independent press.” 

In Washington, Milton C 
Murray, national president of 
the guild, said suspension of 
the three newspapers, “repre- 
sents a tragic failure of col- 
lective bargaining.” 

The Record thus termin- 
ated 70 years as a newspaper} 
and the sale of the three pa-} 
pers concluded 28 years in| 
he Philadelphia area pub 
lishing field for Stern. 

Stern bought the Camden 
Courier in 1919 and the Cam- 
den Post shortly thereafter. | 
He purchased the Record in 
1928, 

The Record listed more 
than 1,000 employees and the 
Courier and Post combined 
approximately 400.

Today, State Supt. John 
Fred Williams, officially no- 
tified county and independ- 
ent district superintendents 
of adoption, December 20, of| 
a Code for Health and Physi-| 
cal Education by the State) 
Board of Education. 

Supt. Williams explained | 
that, although it is a great 
forward step toward making 
Kentucky a healthier state, 
the Code makes ample pro- 
vision for limited medical 
and personnel in local com- 
munities, and, at the same 
time, is elastic enough to 
encourage improvement, 

The Code, well timed and 
planned to suit public needs 
makes four provisions: (1) 
compulsory medical and phy- 
sical examinations for pupils 
and school staffs, (2) re- 
quirement for uniform cum- 
ulative pupil records, (3) 
compulsory offering by school 
of health and physical edu- 
cation throughout each of the 
twelve grades and (4) pro- 
vision for the State 
ment’s supplying courses of 
study and syllabi to serve as 
guides in setting up programs} 
in the various elementary and 
secondary schools. It is also) 
no‘ed that the State Superin- 
tendent is given authority to] 
examine local programs, as} 
well as to penalize schools 
not complying with the guides 
provided in the specified 
bullentins. * 

The Code is here quoted in 
full: 

“I. All Boards of Education 
of county and independent 
school districts shall under 
the general direction of the 
Supt. of Public Instruction 
provide for medical examin-}| 
ations of each teacher upon

thereafter and of each child,| 
in as far as local facilities and| 
personnel are available, im-| 
mediately prior to entering 
or upon entering school for 
the first time and at least ev- 
ery fourth year thereafter.

Aboard U.S.S. Mt Olym- 
pus, Little America, Jan 22— 


A new helicopter of the ant-| 


arctic expedition crashed in- 
to the Pacific Ocean today on 
a takeoff from the career 
Pilippine Sea, but all aboard 
were rescued uninjured, Ad- 
mira] Cruzen announced. 

Names or number of the 
rescued,men were not report- 
ed, but it is presummed the 
helicopter was of the usual 
two-seater type used for sur- 
vey flights. 


The helicopter was the 
third plane lost by this . ex- 


pedilion. The first was a PBM| 


Mariner which crashed with 
three fatalities, Dec. 30.

New Remedy for 
Epileptics ts Out 


Was Effective in Two- 
Thirds of Trial Cases. 


CHICAGO.—Dr. William G. Len 
nox of Boston declared that a still 
experimental drug had given “mar. 
velous assistance" against the form 
of epilepsy that is most prevalent 
in children. 

The drug is tridione’ (pronounced 
try-dye-own), and Lennox said it 
was effective in two-thirds of a se- 
Ties of cases treated for “petit mal” 
—the type of epilepsy in which the 
patient temporarily stares blankly 
ahead, sometimes exhibits jerky 
movements, and occasionally falls 
to the ground. 
of the patients had gone for as long 
as 15 months without having sei- 
zures, 

But Lennox emphasized in a re- 
port prepared for the meeting of 


the American Psychiatric associa. | 


tion that the drug was generally in. 


| effective and even dangerous in the 


treatment of the more violent type 
of epilepsy, called “grand mal"—in 
which the patient falls convulsed to 
the ground in a violent “fit,"" some- 
times foaming at the mouth. 

Neuropsychiatric disorders have 
hospitalized approximately 850,000 
World War II soldiers up to the first 
of this year—some of. them. more 
than once—but many will.return to 
duty, the association was told by 
Brig. Gen. William C. Menninger, 
the army's chief of psychiatry. 

He said also that 500,000 men were 
discharged from the army for “per- 
sonality disturbances” of all types, 
and that approximately 1,875,000 
men were rejected for military serv- 
ice for the same reasons. 

Asserting that psychoses — the 
most serious types of mental disor- 
ders—constituted only 7 per cent of 
all neuropsychiatric cases hospital- 
ized, Menninger said the army ob- 
served an “unexpectedly high re- 
covery rate for psychotic patients 
who so often become custodial pa- 
tients in civilian hospitals.” During 
1945, he said, 7 of every 10 psychotic 
hospital admissions were “able to 
be discharged home.”

NEW YORK. — Average hourly 
earnings in 25 industries in March 
reached a new peak of $1.14, or 50.9 
per cent above January, 1941, 59 
per cent above August, 1939, and 
94.1 per cent above the 1929 aver- 
age, the National Industria] confer- 
ence board said recently. 

The board said average weekly 
earnings, after a year’s decline, 
turned upward in March to $46.44, 
against $30.61 in January, 1041, 

Average hours per weck rose in 
March to 40.7, or 1.2 per cent more 
than in January, 1941, but 15.7 per 
cent shorter than in 1929. Pay 
rolls, with 1923 used by the board 
as 100, had dropped sharply for a 
year to 171.1 in February, but re- 
covered in March to.189.9. 


Blame Rodents and Insects 


For Shortage of Grain 
WASHINGTON.—There. is more 
than enough grain in-the-world to 
feed all hungry people—except for 
mice, bugs and other pests. 

A group of scientists reported to 
the United Nations food and. agri- 
culture organization (FAO) that ro- 
dents, insects, mice and fungi molds 
destroy, after harvest, one-tenth of 
the 725,000,000 tons of cereals, peas, 
beans and oil seeds, produced each 
year, 

Thus this year’s estimated loss of 
12,500,000 tons is more than seven 
times the 10,000,000 tons of wheat 
the.world will be short this year, 

The scientists said handling meth- 
odsmust be ‘enormously im- 
proved." especially at the farmer 
level, to reduce losses.
